During  the  dry  season,  as  well  as  directly  aftei* 
plailpting,  make  bajsins  in  the  soil  around  the  individual  evergi'eenl 
trees  and  slirubs  and  fill  them  frequently  with  water.  This  applies 
particularly  during  the  first  season  after  planting.
